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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to teach or fairly suggest the allowable features recited in the allowed claims. In particular, 
Takeshita et al. (USP 6,545,546) shows a clock generator (figure 1,PD, CP, VCO) receiving a 
none return to zero (NRZ) input data with different duty ratio instead of a clock generator 
providing a double clock having a frequency that is twice that of a received reference clock as 
called for in claims 1, 8 and 16. Kuduo (USP 6,337,976) and Syoji (USP 6,466,086) shows a 
phase locked loop as a clock generator for receiving a reference clock signal. However, the prior 
art references fails to teach or fairly suggest a recovery circuit for recovering a first clock and a 
second clock from the double clock in accordance with the alignment signal, wherein the first 
and second clocks having substantially a 90 degree phase difference as called for in claims 1, 8 
and 16. Therefore, claims 1-20 are presently allowed.
